While probably no more 
than a handful of Arlington 
Heights residents have been 
hurt by the nation’s reces­ 
sion, there is one good effect 
of the slump that will touch 
every taxpayer. 
Because of the slack in 
construction 
projects, bid­ 
ding for two downtown street 
widening 
jobs 
has 
been 
fierce. Contract prices, as a 
result, have been far below 
the engineer’s estimates of 
cost.

THESE 
ESTIMATES 
w e r e 
made last fall, before the dip in 
employment and spending really 
got under way. 
Because of the cheaper street 
improvements, the village will 
contribute many thousands of dol­ 
lars less in public benefits. 
A contract for the north side 
was awarded last week to Allied 
Asphalt Paving co., low bidder. 
The contract price is 1159,669.11, 
lower than the estimates by $79,- 
000. 
With the village paying half 
the total cost, the public share 
will be almost $40,000 less than 
originally contemplated. 
There was also a substantial 
saving on the recently awarded 
south 
side 
contract. 
Property 
owners will, of course, save equal 
amounts in lower special assess­ 
ments. 
Three-fourths of a 
mile of 
streets will be widened north of 
the tracks. Work is to start with­ 
in 15 days after the state has ap­ 
proved the plans and be com­ 
pleted IOO calendar days later.

He urged drivers to Uke extra 
caution when in the vicinity of 
bicycle riders. 
“Don’t take it for granted that 
a boy or girl on a bicycle is going 
to obey all the rules of the road,” 
warned the chief.

Public, Parochial Grade 
Schools to Graduate 482 


Long-range planning for 
joint use of sites for parks 
and schools has been urged 
for Arlington Heights by 
planning consultant Evert 
Kincaid. 
At a recent meeting of the 
plan commission and the 
park board, M. Eugene Bau- 
ghmann, a planner employed 
by Kincaid, asked the board 
to consider joint use of sites 
and also to outline future 
plans to be made a part of 
the Overall master plan for 
the village. 
*

• 
ALSO UNDER DISCUSSION 
were proposals to expand the 
park district to take in areas ad- 
i scent to the district. While park 
uthorities are generally favor­ 
able to annexation of such small 
developed areas as Scarsdale Es­ 
tates, there is still no decision on 
whether the district should try 
to annex areas which are in the 
path of the natural expansion of 
the village, reported Supt. Tom 
Thornton. 
He defined the ultimate “natur­ 
al borders” as being Rand rd. on 
the north and the Northwest toll 
road on the south. 
A third general topic before 
the two groups was Die use of 
tracts of land dedicated for pub­ 
lic use by subdivider®, a cording 


to a village ordinance. 
It was pointed out that three 
such dedicated areas have been 
turned over to the park district 
by the village, two are still own­ 
ed by the village, one is a school 
site and a seventh parcel may be 
used for a school. 
THORNTON NOTED that the 
disposition of these areas has 
been “haphazard.” Generally the 
village has deeded the land to 
“whichever public body wanted 
it,” he explained. 
The park district received the 
land from village only after the 
subdivider and the plan commis­ 
sion had decided its location, size 
and shape. 
The two areas most recently 
dedicated to the village by the 
builders are too small for either 
neighborhood park or school sites, 
a park board member said. One 
of the tracts, north of Foundry 
rd. between Phelps and W ater­ 
man consists of only five lots. 
Neighbors have complained it is 
being used as a dump. 
THE SECOND parcel is only 
1.5 acres in size and is but a 
short distance from the spacious 
grounds of Miner school. 
“We didn’t know Miner school 
was to be there when this sub­ 
division was being planned,” re­ 
called Thornton. “The area was 
to be enlarged and used for a 
park. 
Now 
the 
p l a n s 
have 
changed.” 
Park trustees told Baugh rn ann 
they will work on long-term plan­ 
ning for future park sites in and 
near the village.

There are about 7,000 trailers parked in camps located in 
suburban Cook county, according to a recent survey made 
by county superintendent of 
schools Noble J. Puffer.

They live in 79 trailer camps. The 
cost of educating them is easily 
one-half million dollars.

district. It has 165 children. 
But Spurgin commented that 
the school district with the most 
critical problem is

375 trailers, sends one pupil to 
school for each four trailers and 
the ratio is close to that for the 
other camps. 
Thus the number of children in 
Elk Grove schools, while high,

Bridgeview district, 135 trailers 
contribute 165 pupils. 
Elk Grove school district has 
the same problem as the district 
cited by Spurgin: few trailerites 
pay personal property taxes. The 
percentage is estimated as low as 
five per cent by the township as­ 
sessor. 
The reason for this condition is, 
of course, that the taxing machin­ 
ery operates at an 1858 pace 
while the trailer residents are the 
most mobile segment of a highly 
mobile population. 
Two more articles will discuss 
why the tax apparatus is inade­ 
quate and what solutions have 
been proposed to remedy the cur­ 
rent situation, which finds the 
home owner saddled with more 
than a fair share of the cost of 
education.

The Way We See It 
New Community 
Hospital Needed 


There’s no doubt about it; the northwest suburbs 
need a community hospital. 
The Hospital Planning Council for Metropolitan 
Chicago recently reported that the nearest hospitals to 
this area — Elgin, Evanston, or Chicago — were not 
close by any map or speedometer measurement. 
Declared the council: “The fastest growing 
communities in the metropolitan area, those which 
have increased 7,000 persons or more since 1950, 
are located in the north end of Cook county. It is 
apparent that this area has been one of the most 
rapidly grow ing areas in all of Chicagoland and is 
slated to continue to expand even more rapidly in 
future years. Hospital needs in this area are critical 
as there are no general hospitals whatsoever.” 
For a community such as this northwest suburban 
area, the state and federal governments have deter­ 
mined that a ratio of 4.5 general hospital beds per thous­ 
and people is desirable. At present we have none; even 
with completion of the Northwest Community Hospital 
center, we will be short some 325 beds. 
This is a need which must be met — and it’s being 
met by workers, donors, and volunteers from the North­ 
west Community hospital. 
The new hospital, now under construction south of 
Arlington Heights, may truly be called a community 
hospital. 
It will be located midway between Barrington and 
Des Plaines, extremes of the area to be served. 
The hospital will be a mile from the center of 
Arlington Heights, three and a half miles from the 
heart of Palatine, three miles from Mount Prospect, 
four miles from Prospect Heights, six miles from 
Wheeling, a mile from Rolling Meadows, and four 
miles from Hoffman Estates and Elk Grove Village. 
Time and money — and perhaps lives — will be 
saved by our community hospital effort. 
, 
The hospital will not only benefit each of us on in­ 
dividual family levels, but also the northwest suburbs as 
a growing community. A nearby hospital is an assurance 
of community security, an incentive to home building 
and establishment of good industry and business. 
A community hospital sets high standards for com­ 
munity growth. 
The lack of general hospital facilities has also been 
cited as one of the chief reasons for the serious shortage 
of physicians in northwest suburbs. Doctors are reluc­ 
tant to establish practices in such territories. As a result, 
those doctors we do have are grossly over-burdened with 
work loads. 
From the standpoint of emergency need, police 
are now’ forced to send accident patients — mutil­ 
ated, in shock, dying — all the way to Chicago, 
Evanston, or Elgin before medical care can be ade­ 
quately started. Doctors and police are frank to ad­ 
mit that the long ride to a hospital contributes 
greatly to the lack of success in treatment or even 
the death of some accident patients. 
* 
The urgency of having a hospital in our commun­ 
ity to serve you and your family, whether in an emer­ 
gency or for regular medical attention, is so apparent 
that the federal government is underwriting $600,000 
of the total cost. 
How much is the life of your child or your loved 
one worth to you? Can we measure a human life in 
dollars and cents? The answer is obvious: we cannot. 
The need for a hospital is being met by contri­ 
butions of money and work. Almost four years ago, 
the program for establishing a community hospital 
was born. Through the efforts of dedicated and 
earnest citizens and the generosity of the entire 
area, actual construction is now* under way. 
There were many who said the “community hospi­ 
tal” couldn’t be done, that the only way northwest sub­ 
urbs could ever get a hospital would be through a 
church-subsidized institution. 
True, building a hospital with community-wide, 
non-sectarian support is the “hard way.” It has often 
failed, but northwest suburbs can be proud of the suc­ 
cess of their civic venture. 
Completion of the hospital and the opening of 
its facilities is dependent, however, upon payment of 
pledges, pledges made by citizens concerned enough 
with this community need to lend financial support 
to this program. 
Some $742,000 in pledges is outstanding. An addi­ 
tional $300,000 in new pledges from newcomers, merch­ 
ants, and industry not previously solicited is also needed. 
We urge you to show your continued support for 
the Northwest Community Hospital center by keeping 
faith with your hospital pledge — and opening your 
hearts and your pocketbooks for new pledges.

All poor instruction is not confined to pre-college 
teaching, a college educator declared, this week. 
“Less attention is paid to teaching skills and abili­ 
ties at the college level than at primary or secondary 
schools,” said Prof. John J. Ahem, director of the 
protection and safety engineering department at Illinois 
Institute of Technology. 
-------- 
Speaking on “Education 
—Our Future Insurance,” 
Ahem addressed the So­ 
ciety of Fire Protection 
Engineers at the 62nd an­ 
nual convention of the Nation­ 
al Fire Protection association. 


“MUCH GREATER attention 
must be given to improving 
teaching in the colleges, if we 
are to attain our goal of sal­ 
vaging our potential mental 
strength,” Ahern observed. 
Commenting on the need for 
more college graduates to meet 
the challenge of the future, he 
expressed concern over the in­ 
sufficient number of qualified 
students enrolling as college 
freshmen. 
Only 40 out of every IOO of 
the best students graduating 
from high schools go on to col­ 
lege, he pointed out. Of the 40 
who do go on to college, as high 
as 60 per cent fail to finish. 


“These figures tell the story 
of our lack of college gradu­ 
ates,” Ahern said. 
* 
* 
* 
WHILE STUDENTS fail to 
finish college for many reasons 
— ranging from marriage to 
family difficulties — a high 
percentage drop out because of 
failing grades, according to the 
IIT professor. 
“In schools wherte entrance 
examinations are not required 
and entrance requirements are 
relatively low, a high mortal­ 
ity rate can be explained,” said 
Ahem. 
“However,” he pointed out, 
“in schools with stiff entrance 
examinations and high entrance 
requirements, a high mortal­ 
ity rate must of necessity in­ 
dicate either poor testing or 
poor instruction. Of these twro, 
the most probable is poor in­ 
struction.” 
“Here is the basic fault for 
which educational institutions 
must shoulder the blame.” 


THE EMERGENCE of the 
Russian satellites, by striking 
a blow at American pride, gave 
a tremendous impetus to the 
need for increased educational 
opportunities, according to Ah­ 
em . 
“It becomes apparent thai 
the future needs of this country 
will require more college gradh 
uates of all types, not just 
scientists and engineers,” he 
said. 
“Each 
technical 
a d v a nee 
brings a need for better man­ 
agement personnel, better ae- 
countants, more liberal arte 
majors,” he noted, “for it la 
equally important tnat we learn 
to live with our technical so­ 
ciety.” 
In addition, the population in­ 
crease will require more den­ 
tists, doctors, and lawyers. Thae 
must be a balanced group for * 
healthy economy.

THE GREATEST obstacle to 
improving the American edu­ 
cational system will continue 
to be the serious shortage of 
inspired teachers. 
“This is our most difficult 
problem and one which we must 
all contemplate,” said Ahem. 
“ Scholarships, new buildings, 
and more students are not go­ 
ing to be effective without good 
teachers.”

The average 
person might think that a min­ 
ister of all people should know 
the meaning and purpose of his 
work, how to do it, and how 
efficiently he does it. 
That isn’t the case. M o s t 
ministers 
regard 
themselves 
with critical eye. Concerned as 
we are with redemption from 
sin, we are conscious of o u r 
own 
shortcomings. 
If 
w e 
weren’t, we would be insuffer­ 
able. As it is, most of us are 
incomprehensible on the sev­ 
enth day, and invisible on the 
other six. 
THERE 
ARE 
really 
tw o 
areas 
of 
ministerial 
labor. 
There is a public ministry and 
a private ministry. 
The 
public 
ministry 
deals 
with people in groups. In the 
priestly function, people a r e 
led in worship and in t h e 
celebration of the sacraments. 
The 
preaching 
and 
teaching 
function is concerned with edu­ 
cation 
and 
inspiration. 
The 
prophetic function is concerned 
with an 
extended 
range 
of 
vision 
and 
creative 
activity. 
And the organizing function is 
concerned with fulfilling t h e 
opportunities for ecclesiastical 
and 
social 
services 
of 
the 
church. 
Human beings being w h a t 
they are, some persons fulfill 
one or another of these roles 
in better fashion than the rest. 
Still being human, they strive 
to live up to each role to the 
best of their 
ability, 
beyond 
their ability if at all possible. 
THE PRIVATE ministry is 
best summed up in the implica­ 
tions of the term, "pastor," 
the shepherd of the flock. The 
pastoral task is personal and 
educational, sharing the joys 
and 
sorrows 
of 
import a n t 
events in the individual lives 
of people. The therapeutic task 
of the pastor is the care of the 
sick, the injured and the tired. 
This is the whole 
realm of 
counselling in difficulty and re­ 
ferring persons to the m o s t 
adequate sources of help. The 
• third part of this work is tne 
evangelistic area, seeking and 
finding the lost, 
strayed and 
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stolen. Here, he offers the com­ 
forts of the Gospel and seeks 
to attract to the Chris t i a n 
flock. 
To an unfortunate extent, this 
whole range of pastoral work 
has been left to the ordained 
ministry 
in 
Pro t e s t a n t 
churches. For the clergyman, 
the private ministry is often 
crowded out by the demands 
of the public ministry. 
YET THIS AREA of labor is 
best performed ideally by the 
whole church cooperating un­ 
der the leadership of the min­ 
ister. As such, it fits into the 
structure of the administrative 
portion of the public ministry. 
Only when this becomes true 


does a congregation really be­ 
gin to experience 
the 
great 
joys of Christian love. W h e n 
people begin to reach out to 
others in the interest of the 
care and cure of souls, t h e y 
begin to understand what it 
is that God is doing for them 
and to them in the gift of His 
Son. 
Clergymen keep trying to put 
members of congregations to 
work so that each person may 
know this joy of service not 
merely to "build up" a con­ 
gregation, or support a build­ 
ing program, or enhance the 
church’s reputation throughout 
the denomination.

Slip covering your furniture j 
may be the answer to your dec­ 
orating needs this summer. 
A new slip cover for your old 
sofa or chair is one of the less 
j expensive ways to redecor a t e , 
I says K. Virginia Seidel, Univer- 
j sity of Illinois home furnishings 
1 specialist. New slip covers will 
add a touch of newness to your 
room, 
hide worn furniture or 
serve as a protection for n e w 
furniture. 
A firmly woven fabric is best 
for slip covering. It will resist 
wear and will not pull apart at 
the seams as loosely woven fab­ 
rics tend to do. Miss Seidel sug­ 
gests bark cloth, deuims, cotton 
twills and gabardines as good 
washable fabrics to use. Lighter 
weight materials, such as ging - 
ham and percale, can be used on 
small chairs. 
The fabric may be either plain 


or patterned. Striped fabrics are 
good for any type of chair, but 
they are more difficult to u s e 
because they must be matched in 
order to look well. Plaids are at­ 
tractive, but they are less desir­ 
able on chairs with rounded con­ 
tours. 
Miss Seidel says a plain fabric 
is good if your room is small, or 
if your rugs and walls have a dis­ 
tinct pattern. Figured m ateria I s 
are better in larger rooms, and

Test Washing Methods 
Of Miracle Fabrics 


A research project is being con­ 
ducted by home economists at the 
University of Illinois to deter - 
mine the best way to wash and 
dry garments made from rn ini- 
mum-care fabrics. 
For her graduate research pro­ 
ject. Mrs. Jean D. Hunt is testing 
dacron, a crease-resistant c o t ­ 
ton, a blend of 65 per cent dacron 
and 35 per cent egyptian cotton, 
and a combination of orlon and 
cotton. 
Mrs. Hunt made 13 identic a I 
blouses from each of the four fab­ 
rics being tested. The blouses are 
washed and dried in six differ­ 
ent ways and then rated for var­ 


iations in appearance by a panel 
of six textiles and clothing staff 
members. 
Wash-and-wear characteristics 
being considered in the tests are 
those usually looked for in a min- 
imum-care fabric. It should have 
ability to be worn, washed and 
worn again with only occasional 
pressing. It should shrink little, 
dry rapidly, retain pleats a n d 
creases during washing and dry­ 
ing, retain a neat appear a n e t 
during wear and be very durable. 
Results of the laundering tests 
are expected to be released this 
fall.

Tooth decay can be greatly re­ 
duced if proper attention is given 
to the care of children’s teeth 
beginning early in childhood, says 
Pauline Brimhall, assistant pro­ 
fessor of health education at the 
University of Illinois. 
Since teeth are being for rn e d 
during infancy, it is very im - 
port ant that children get a diet 
of good tooth-building foods. Miss 
Brimhall says it s best to seek 
the advice of a physician about 
diet during the early years, but in 
general a diet for good mouth 
health is identical with diets that 
promote good physical health. 
It is a serious mistake to think 
that treatment of the first teeth 
is unimportant. A diseased pri­ 
mary tooth is just as hazardous 
as a diseased permanent tooth. 
Children should be taken to a 
dentist when they are two or three 
years of age. and should learn to 
brush their teeth at about three. 
They should be urged from the 
beginning to brush their teeth aft­ 
er eating so that they will form 
the habit. 


Miss Graham suggests consid­ 
ering the use of three medicine 
cabinets, instead of one. over the 
sink to provide storage space for 
toilet articles. The side medicine 
cabinets can be arranged 
s o 
that the doors open to make a 
three-way mirror. A shelf under 
the mirror makes a handy place 
to set toilet articles while in use.

Agricultural engineers at t h e 
University of I l l i n o i s 
h ave 
developed a low-cost livest o ck 
shelter using plastic sheets over 
a simple steel frame. 
Framework for these shelters 
is ordinary steel fence posts with 
angle irons welded across the top 
for rafters, says E. L. Hansen, 
in charge of farm building plan­ 
ning and development for the UI 
College of Agriculture. 
These frames are driven into 
the ground six feet apart, and 
pieces of 2” x 2” lumber are 
run across the top for bracing. 
Black polyethylene plastic sheets 
are used for cover. 
Shelters made at the Univers­ 
ity of Illinois are 13 feet wide 
and six or seven feet high, de­ 
pending on the length of fence 
post used. 
They 
can 
be 
any 
length. Cost has been about 13 
c e n t s a square foot of floor 
space. Hansen says the shelters 
are excellent for calves, sh e e p. 
hogs and poultry*, but are probab­ 
ly not rugged enough for full- 
grown cattle.

Several species of mites that 
feed on evergreens are common­ 
ly called Red Spiders. 
These mites are small, active 
creatures that look like specks 
running about and feeding on the 
leaves. They range in color from 
pale yellow to red and almost 
black with or without 
darker 
spots. The immature mites have 
only six legs, but after molting, 
the adults all have eight legs. 
The eggs, laid on the under side 
of the leave, hatch in about one 
week in warm weather, and a 
generation may be completed in 
2 weeks. 


MITES FE E D by rasping or 
piercing the leaves of the plant 
and sucking the juices and chlor­ 
ophyl. A plant thus damaged will 
be grayish in color with leaves 
and even whole areas dying. This 
damage is due, not to the vora­ 
cious feeding of a few mites, but 
to the feeding of the tremendous 
population wdiich quickly builds 
up. 
Red spiders feed on punipers, 
spruce, pines, cedars and arbor 
vitae, but are not found on yews. 
Plants that are likely to be at­ 
tacked by red spider should be 
inspected frequently to detect and 
control the mites before damage I and this material will 
occurs.

identification on

trucks. This change, effective in 
July 1957, requires all owners of 
second division vehicles (trucks) 
to have identification on both 
sides of their vehicles. 
Before the new law became ef­ 
fective. such identification 
was 
required 
only 
for 
commercial 
carriers and not on most farm 
trucks. Commercial earners in­ 
cluded trucks operating under the 
Illinois Motor Carrier of Property 
Act as either common or contract 
carriers. 
The law requires identification 
consisting of the name and ad­ 
dress of the truck owner and the 
maximum empty weight of the 
vehicle. If the vehicle owner has 
a certificate of convenience and 
necessity as a common carrier 
or a permit as a contract ear­ 
ner, the number of the certificate 
or permit must be included as a 
part of the identification. 
Although the law d i r ects the 
Division of Illinois State H i gh- 
way Police to establish rules and 
regulations regarding truck iden­ 
tification, some 
provisions 
are 
prescribed by statute. For ex­ 
ample, 
the 
identification must 
either be painted on or be firmly 
affixed to both sides of the truck. 
The color of 
the 
identification 
must he “ vividly contrasting’' to j 
the color of the truck itself. By I 
regulation, all lettering must be 
at least two inches high, with a 
brush stroke of at least M* inch.

Weeds have 
always

problem. I presume they will be 
with us for many years to come. 
On the other hand, our universi­ 
ties have been doing

deal of work on the chemical 
control of weeds. Most chemicals 
are selective weed killers. How­ 
ever, they are not so selective 
that they will not kill crops, too, 
I was visiting Henry Eichholz 
a few- days ago and he showed 
me some carrots and parsley he 
had s p r a y e d with 
“ Stodder 
Solvent.” This certainly did the 
job. It killed all the broadleaf 
weeds but did no damage to the 
carrots or parsley. 
Henry 
had 
b e e t s growing next to parsley, 
but told me he had to weed them 
by hand for the “ Stodder Sol­ 
vent” kills the beets along with 
weeds.
